FINE YARNS TARIFF. 


"Wilson 1MU Not 
JLilti'ly 
to Materially 


Affect Our Cotton Mills. 


The following excerpt from tho Fall 


River Herald in relation to tariff legisla- 
tion is of local interest. 


"Tho attention of manufacturers is still 


largely centered ou the Wilson tariff bill, 
aud the news of a proposed increase in 
tariff rates on line yarns was heard with 
considerable satisfaction. Kvery manu- 
facturer in tho city is concerned in the out- 
come of the bill, and they have more or 
loss to say about it in argumunt. 


"The worry of makers of print cloths is 


not direct; that is, the bill suits them so 
far as their own product is concerned. An 
expert who hns boen in England for the 
purpose says that he has learned that it 
costs Manchester weavers 2.0:2 cents a yard 
to deliver goods equivalent to 04 squares 
on tho dock at Liverpool ready for ship- 
ment. The tariff calls for about 1.24 cents 
per yard, making the entire cost of the 
clotli, delivered in this country, exclusive 
of freightage, about four cents a yard. 
Such a tnrlnl is practically prohibitive. If 
Fall Kivor manufacturers can get any- 
thing over 8J- cents a yard, they are staring 
a pleasant situation in the face. 


"Where the prospective cut down in 


tariff rates on fine cottons bothers print 
cloth 7iianufacturers is that looms now 
keyed up to turn out fine goods will be 
changed over to the regular weavers and 
so crowd the mourners—for a three cent 
market is alleged to have very little sun- 
shine in it for ordinary looms."

Continuing, the witnesslitald: "Mr. Gar- 


vey said to me on the 28thtof October; this 
man wants to be assessed, Thomas F. 
Donaghue, 15 Bennett's court, one, two. 


"We commenced to rmike out the as- 


sessment. After filling out the assessment 
papers, I turned round for! the man to sien 
them. Before 1 made out'the papers, Mr. 
Garvey said to the man:'You spell your 
name D o-n-a-g-h-u-e,' and then lie told 
me that the man spelled 'bis name that 
way. 


"When the papers were given Donaghue 


to sign my attention was called the other 
way, 
and when I looked buck Mr. Garvoy 


was telling the man who was signing that 
the name should be spelled with an "A." 


The paper was shown the court as evi- 


dence and then Mr. Lawton put on his 
overcoat. 


Witness continued, "I said to the man, 


after Mr. Garvey had turned away—" Mr. 
Burke objected and the answer was not 
finished. 


Witness described the man -who was with 


Mr. Garvey and witness said he knew 
Thomas F. Donaghue. Mr. Lawton start- 
ed to ask a question and the court had to' 
show him how to ask it. 


Witness in answer to it said his atten- 


tion and that of S. B. Harris was called to 
a maa by Charles Donaghue who said that 
the man was his son Thomas. 
This was 


in Boston. He was not the man assessed 
as Thomas F. Dormghue. *" • 
Mr. Lawton asked more questions and 


Lawyer Burke objected and the court 
agreed with him that Mr. Lawton's ques- 
tions were not competent.

Mr. Hawes said in reply to a question 
that this man in question was the only 
man he noticed for handwriting. 


He could not swear whether or not Mr. 


Garvey brought in other men named 
Donaghue. 
Mr. Hawes in repjy to a number of ques- 


tions said, practically, that he was sus- 
picious, because 
Mr. 
Garvey assessed 


Donaghue, the year before as Donahue, 
and he swore to it, and afterwards was not 
so sure of it. 


After the paper was signed, it was given 


to Mr, Pratt, who administered the oath. 


Mr. Hawes couldn't give the names of 


five "other men who wore assessed that 
afternoon or evening. He could not tell 
anything that Mr. Garvey said to any other 
men who were in. to be assessed.

Garvoy said he knew Don- 
agluie, 
Mr. Garvey,witness testified,made 


the complaint to have Donaghue's name 
stricken from the list. 


Frank E. Dnnbar, one of the registrars, 


testified that he saw Mr, Gaivey aiding 
registration and rallying those who were 
about to be registered. Mr. Qarvey worked 
zealously at the time witness was present 
when Donnghue's name was stricken from 
the list. He knew Garvey well enough to 
call him by name. 
They had met and 


spoken together a number of limes in the 
last two months. Witness said whon the 
name of Donaghue was called Mr. Garvey 
said Donaghue waa a non-resident. Wit- 
ness asked him if he knew Donaghue and 
he replied, "Better than I know you, sir."

FIXE YARXS TARIFF. 


Wilson Bill Not X,iktly 
to Materially 


Affect Our Culton Mills. 


The following excerpt from tho Tall 


Eiver Herald in relation to tariff 
legisla- 


tion is of local interest. 


"The attention of manufacturers is still 


largely centered on the Wilson tariff bill, 
and the news of a proposed . increase in 
tariff rates on line yarns was heard with 
considerable satisfaction. 
Every manu- 


facturer in the city is concerned in the out- 
come of the bill, and they have more or 
less to say about it in argument. 


"The worry of makers of print cloths is 


not direct; that is, the bill suits them so 
far as tbeir own product is concerned. An 
expert who has been in England for the 
purpose says that he has learned that it 
costs Manchester weavers 2.02 cents ayavd 
to deliver goods equivalent to 04 squares 
on the dock at .Liverpool ready for ship- 
ment. 
The tariff calls for about 1.2-1 cents 


per yard, making the entire cost of the 
cloth, delivered in this country, exclusive 
of freightage, about four cents a yard. 
Such a tariff is practically prohibitive. If 
Fall River manufacturers can eet any- 
thing over 3i cents a yard, they are staring 
a pleasant suualion in. the face. 


"\Vhere the prospective cut do>vn in 


tariff rates on fine cottons bothers print 
cloth manufacturers is that looms now 
keyed up to turn out fine goods will be 
changed over to the regular weavers and 
so crowd the mourners—for a three cent 
market is alleged lo have very little sun- 
shine in it for ordinary looms."

of Maine addressed the senate. Mr. Frye 
directed his attention particularly to the

to sign my attention was called the other 
way, and when I looked back Mr. Garvoy 
was telling the man who was signing that 
the name should be spelled with an "A."

Mr. Lawton asked more questions and

Mr. Hawes in repjy to a number of ques- 


tions said, practically, that he was sus- 
picions, because

Garvey assessed 


Donaghue, the year before as Donahue, 
and he swore to it, and afterwards was not 
so sure of it.

After tbe paper was signed, it was given 


to Mr. Pratt, -who administered the oath. 


Mr. Hawes couldn't give the names of

THK MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 


The municipal election is over and the 


result is a defeat for the democracy. 
Mr. 


Courtney has been again defeated by the 
combined efforts of democratic

ernment. 
The democracy failed to elect a 


mayor and the majority of the aldnrnianic 
board but they have not voted away their 
political rights; they have not saddled them- 
selves with the republican charter which 
was so strenuously favored by the republi- 
can and the mugwump papers. 
, When next an attempt is made to revise 
the charter, let it be by a committee in 
whom all parties will have confidence, let 
it be by a non-partisan body, and one that 
will honestly endeavor to give the city a 
charter calculated to promote the interests 
of the municipality while favoring no 
political party. 


The vote on the license question indi- 


cates that those interested left nothing un- 
done to win a victory. A large propor- 
tion of the democratic party voted for no- 
license, and it is likely that had the real 
situation been known or anticipated, no- 
ficense would have been carried by a large 
majority.

tion demanded than to have a municipal 
lighting plant established. 


It is time that the leading business men 


of the city should direct thoir attention to 
Ihis matter and see whether a chcapet 
mode ot lighting cannot be furnished than 
that now offered by the Lowell Gas com- 
pany. There is no reason why Lowell 
should pay more than is paid by Boston 01 
other largo c'ties, especially since gas can 
be manufactured here as cheaply as any- 
where else in New Eriqlancl. 


The gas company had better come out 


promptly and give the public dollar gas. II 
it does not, it will probably go out of busi- 
ness in the near future. Tho present is no 
time to persist in maintaining a growing 
monopoly at the expeuse of the people. 
There are plenty of business men, plenty 
ot enterprise and plenty of capital ready 
to give the people of Lowell dollar gas,nay, 
to give them gas at less than a dollai if the 
present company is so greedy as to 
refuse 


to do so. 


Tire WUN will soon give tlie public the 


opinion of some business men on this mat- 
ter. Meantime the gas company has an 
opportunity to put itself right before the 
public. If it fails to do so we veututc to 
predict that it may ere long regret its self- 
ishness. Dollar gas will come through a 
new company if not through the present. 
If the gas lighting business pays such largp 
dividends there is a good field for competi- 
tion and one which will doubtless be utili/- 
eu in the near future.

Witli such 
profitable investment it would be a wiser 
policy for the company to make the reduc- 
tion demanded than to have a municipal 
igliting plant established. 


It is time that tlie leading business men 


of the city should direct their attention to 
Ulis matter and see TVhelher a cheaper 
mode of lighting cannot be furnished than 
that now offered by the Lowell Gns com- 
pany. There is no reason why Lowell 
should pay more than is paid by Boston or 
other large cities, especially since gas can 
be manufactured here ns cheaply as any- 
where else in New England. 


The gas company had better come out 


promptly and give the public- dollar gas! If 
it does not, It will probably go out of busi- 
ness In the near future. 
The present is no 


time to persist in maintaining a growing 
monopoly at (he expense of the people. 
There are plenty of business men, plenty 
of enterprise and plenty of capital ready 
to jive the people of Lowell dollar gas, nay, 
lo give them gas at less than a dollar if the 
present company is so greedy as to 
refuse 


to do so. 


TIIE Mus will soon give the public the 


opinion of some business men on this roaL- 


tcr. 
Meantime, the gas company has an 


opportunity to put itself right before the 
public. 
If it fails to do so we venture to 


predict tliat it may ere long regret its self- 
ishness. 'Dollar gas will come through n 
new company if not through the present. 
If the gas lighting business pays such large 
dividends there is a good Geld for competi- 
tion and one which will doubtless be utlliz- 
cn in the near.future.

Why is this distress? 
3S 
To people hava 


so industrious as the Amoriean peo- 


ple. By reason of our industry and in- 
genuity we have caused the attention of 
the entire world, but with all our indus- 
try we have not shortened tho hours of 
labor nor increased the comforts of life. 
There is a wheel loose somewhere in our 
social machinery, and the rich are grow- 
ing richer and the poor poorer, and there 
is rank discrimination in the law against 
the poor in favor of tho rich. 


During the past 25 years we have 


raised two distinct classes ot society—the 
tramp and vagrant and the .dude and 
dxidelet. The tramp is a cross between 
crime and poverty, and the dude is a cross 
between no one and nothing, but history 
has shown that every nation that allows 
the rich to grow richer and the poor 
poorer has always gone down, and our 
country will also go down if this con- 
tinues. Society is now being shaken from 
stem to stern by the labor troubles of ihe 
present day. We aro opposed to strikes, 
but in nine cases out of 10 they are forced 
upon us by the hostilities of the capitalis- 
tic class.

'Many peo- 
ple are in favor of using bullets, but I say 
it is a shame and disgrace to talk aboxit 
bullets when there is a ballot.

The 
working man with his wife and children 
provided with the necessaries of life is a 
very harmless fellow, but when his wife 
and children are starving, then is the time 
to watch that man, for he is liable to do 
wrong.
